From  the  Editor  s  Desk  .  .  . 


WHEN  TAPS  are  sounded  and  the  flag  lowered  in  the  little 
ceremony  near  the  Alumni  Gateway  at  eleven  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  November  1 1 ,  many  students  will  pause  in  surprise  to 
inquire  what  it's  all  about.  Born  years  after  the  close  of  World  War 
I,  they  are  unaware  of  Armistice  Day  and  of  its  significance. 

In  somewhat  similar  wonderment  do  present  day  students  regard 
a  reference  to  the  literary  societies  the  programs  of  which  at  one  time 
bulked  large  in  the  extracurricular  life  of  the  campus. 

The  article  on  page  5  gives  only  a  slight  hint  as  to  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  activities  of  these  literary  groups.  Public  exercises 
held  during  the  heyday  of  the  societies  rivaled,  and  often  surpassed, 
in  interest  and  attendance  such  strictly  university  affairs  as  the  annual 
commencements. 

There  are  many  alumni  still  living  who  cherish  the  memories  of 
their  experiences  and  achievements  in  the  halls  of  the  literary  societies 
and  who  feel  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  program  of  today's  student 
that  offers  comparable  literary  and  cultural  values. 

If  the  editor  of  Trie  Alumnus  is  not  possessed  of  a  faulty  mem- 
ory he  was  the  last  person  to  serve  a  full  term  as  president  of  the 
Athenian  Literary  Society.  He  was  not,  he  sincerely  hopes,  respon- 
sible for  the  demise  of  the  organization.  It  was  just  that  the  times 
were  changing. 


UNABLE  TO  match,  in  our  own  words,  the  tribute  paid  Ossian 
Clinton  Bird  by  a  faculty  colleague,  we  quote  again  (see  page  7) 
from  the  remarks  of  Dean  W.  S.  Gamertsfelder  at  the  funeral  service. 

"Through  the  twenty-six  years  of  his  connection  with  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, young  men  and  women  from  all  parts  of  this  state,  and  from 
other  states,  came  under  the  instruction  and  influence  of  this  dynamic 
personality.  Many  hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  trained  in 
health  and  physical  education  under  his  supervision  have  gone  out 
to  teach  these  subjects  in  the  high  schools  and  colleges  of  this  and 
other  states.  There  they  carry  on  the  fine  tradition  of  sportsmanship 
and  clean  living  which  he  so  ably  taught  and  exemplified.  It  was  Pro- 
fessor Bird's  firm  conviction  that  in  the  friendly  competition  of  games 
and  in  the  heat  of  athletic  contests,  character  is  formed,  personality 
is  shaped,  and  wholescme  habits  for  later  life  are  developed.  It  was 
this  confidence  and  faith  in  the  essentially  social  and  moral  aspect  of 
games  and  athletic  contests  that  sustained  his  interest  and  enthusiasm 
for  a  broad  but  rigorous  physical  education  program." 

"Ohio  University  is  greatly  indebted  to  Professor  Bird  for  his 
educational  leadership  and  his  wise  counsel  and  guidance  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  health  and  physical  welfare  of  thousands  of 
students."

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One  civilian  among  almost  1,400 
Navy  officers  and  men —  regulars  and 
reservists — Gordon  K.  Bush,  '24,  Ohio 
University  trustee,  and  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  Athens  Messenger, 
had  the  enjoyable  and  highly  educa- 
tional experience  this  summer  of  a 
cruise  aboard  the  U.S.S.  Albany  from 
the  Boston  Navy  Yard  to  Argentia, 
Newfoundland.  From  the  latter  point 
he  was  a  passenger  on  a  plane  flight 
to  the  southern  tip  of  Greenland  and 
thence  to  Norfolk,  Va.,  as  a  guest  of 
Admiral  W.H.P.  Blanding  aboard  the 
admiral's  four-engined  aerial  flagship. 

Arrangements  for  the  sea  trip  were 
made  by  E.  J.  Taylor,  Rear  Admiral, 
U.S.N.,  retired,  dean  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity's College  of  Applied  Science.  The 
cruise  was  one  of  a  number  made,  at 
the  Navy's  invitation,  by  leading 
newsmen  throughout  the  country  to 
acquaint  them  with  peacetime  train- 
ing activities. 

The  17,000-ton,  675-foot  Albany, 
one  of  Uncle  Sam's  newest  and 
heaviest  cruisers,  left  Boston  harbor 
on  July  4  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  C.  L.  C.  Atkeson  and  to  the 
reverberating  echoes  of  a  17-gun 
salute  honoring  Admiral  Blanding, 
commander-in-chief  of  the  Atlantic 
Fleet,  who  was  aboard  ship  on  his 
way   to  inspect   naval   establishments

complement  of  officers  and  crewmen 
there  were  several  hundred  reservists 
from  Naval  districts  throughout  the 
eastern  part  of  the  United  States. 

While  at  sea,  Mr.  Bush  had  ex- 
clusive interviews  with  Admiral 
Blanding  and  transmitted  them  to 
his  paper  by  means  of  the  ship's 
radio  facilities  which  were  placed  at 
his  disposal. 

Upon  arrival  at  Argentia,  an 
operations  base  leased  from  England 
under  the  50-destroyer  trade  in  1941, 
inspections  were  made  by  the  top 
officers.  The  base  is  the  home  station 
of  Task  Force  61  and  includes  a 
Naval  supply  depot  and  a  Marine 
barracks. 

Instead  of  accompanying  the 
Albany  on  a  return  cruise  to  Norfolk, 
Va.,  Editor  Bush  accepted  the  invi- 
tation of  Admiral  Blanding  to  ac- 
company him  and  his  staff  on  a  900- 
mile  flight  to  Greenland  for  a  brief 
inspection  of  joint  Army-Navy  air- 
plane bases  on  the  Danish-owned, 
arctic  island.  In  the  picture  in  the  low- 
er left  corner  of  the  page,  the  Athen- 
ian, scarcely  discernible,  is  the  fourth 
man  from  the  left. 

The  newspaper  which  Mr.  Bush 
heads  was  established  by  his  father, 
the  late  Fred  W.  Bush,  '92,  who,  like 
the  son,  was  a  trustee  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity. Both  men  are  nationally 
known  in  newspaper  circles. 

The  Athens  Messenger  is  said  to 
have  the  largest  circulation  in  the 
world  for  a  town  having  a  population 
under  10,000,  its  evening  circulation 
being  18,948,  and  its  Sunday  edition 
exceeding  this  figure  by  approximately 
a  thousand. 

Mr.  Bush  is  an  experienced  air- 
man. He  flies  his  own  planes  which 
are  housed  in  a  private  hangar  op- 
posite the  Ohio  University  Airport. 
During  the  war  he  was  active  in  the 
Civil  Air  Patrol,  holding  the  rank  of 
major. 
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FRENCH  BESTOW  HIGH  HONOR 
ON  LONDON  SHIPPING  MAN 


Congratulations,  Sir  Alec! 

On  September  9,  Alexander  C. 
Kerr,  '16,  of  London,  England,  was 
informed  by  His  Excellency  M.  Rene 
Massigli,  French  Ambassador  to  the 
Court  of  St.  James,  that  by  decree 
of  July  19,  1948,  the  President  of 
the  French  Republic  had  made  him 
a  Knight  of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  The 
high  honor  was  bestowed  upon  him 
for  services  rendered  to  the  Allied 
cause  during  World  War  II. 

The  Ohio  University  man,  vice 
president  of  Lykes  Bros.  Steamship 
Company,  Inc.,  has  received  out- 
standing recognitions  from  other 
sources  for  his  war  services.  Among 
them  is  a  Certificate  of  Merit  award- 
ed by  President  Truman  and  pre- 
sented to  Mr.  Kerr  by  Ambassador 
Lewis  W.  Douglas  at  the  United 
States  Embassy  in  London,  Nov.  29, 
1947. 

The  certificate  was  awarded  for 
"Outstanding  fidelity  and  meritorious 
conduct  in  aid  of  the  war  effort 
against  the  common  enemies  of  the 
United  States  and  its  Allies  in  World 
War  II." 

Present  for  the  ceremony  were 
Admiral  R.  L.  Conolly,  Commander 
in  Chief  of  U.  S.  Naval  Forces, 
Eastern  Atlantic  and  Mediterranean, 
and  Commodore  Shelley,  U.S.N., 
Naval  Attache. 

The  citation  which  accompanied 
the  Certificate  of  Merit,  signed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
read  as  follows:   "I  take  pleasure  in 


forwarding  to  you  forthwith  the  Pres- 
ident's Certificate  of  Merit,  which  he 
has  awarded  you  in  recognition  of 
your  outstanding  services  from  1942- 
1944  as  Director  of  the  War  Ship- 
ping Administration  in  the  European 
Theatre  of  Operations,  which  proved 
to  be  an  invaluable  contribution  to 
the  war  effort  of  the  United  States." 

Mr.  Kerr  received  the  civilian  dec- 
oration of  the  "Medal  of  Freedom" 
on  Feb.  11,  1947,  from  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  the  War 
Department. 

Sir  Knight  Kerr  is  a  brother  of 
Mary  H.  Kerr,  '17,  director  of  guid- 
ance and  special  services  for  the  Gar- 
field Heights  public  schools. 

CINCINNATI  ALUMNUS  ACTIVE 
IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  PROGRAM

in  the  day  for  Robert  E.  Finch,  '3  3, 
a  Cincinnati  public  school  man. 

Mr.  Finch  is  supervisor  of  business 
education,  supervisor  of  adult  educa- 
tion, and  auditor  for  the  Cincinnati 
Board  of  Education.  He  has  organized 
almost  one  hundred  and  fifty  adult 
classes,  and  is  developing  a  co-op- 
erative program  in  which  the  schools 
will  work  with  business  concerns  in 
the  commercial  training  of  students. 

The  Cincinnatian  is  also  secretary 
of  the  National  Business  Teachers 
Association  and  president  of  the  state 
unit  of  this  organization.

FORMER  BOBCAT  GRIDMAN  IS 
BACKFIELD  COACH  AT  MIAMI 

Woodrow  E.  "Woody"  Wills,  '37, 
former  Bobcat  backfield  star,  is  back- 
field  coach  of  the  Miami  University 
"Redskins,"  Ohio  U's  opponents  in 
the    1948  Homecoming  game. 

Coach  Wills  is  a  graduate  of  West 
High  School,  Columbus,  and  was  a 
stellar  performer  for  Ohio's  head 
football  coach,  Harold  Wise,  when 
the  latter  was  gridiron  tutor  at  the 
Columbus    school. 

Outstanding  as  a  place-kicker, 
Wills  booted  two  field  goals  in  the 
1933  game  to  beat  the  Redskins,  6-0. 

He  has  held  high  school  coaching 
positions  in  Newcomerstown,  Coshoc- 
ton, Gallipolis,  and,  after  war  service 
with  the  Navy,  in  Gahanna. 
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An  heirloom  given  to  Ohio  Uni- 
versity by  Mrs.  Mary  Dawes  Beach, 
Evanston,  111.,  a  descendant  of  Manas- 
seh  Cutler,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Ohio  University,  and  a  sister  of 
General  Charles  Dawes,  former  vice 
president  of  the  United  States,  recalls 
to  mind  some  organizations  which 
were  dominant  in  the  life  of  the 
campus  a  century  ago  and  which  were 
quite  active  as  recently  as  the  early 
1920's — the  literary  societies. 

Long  gone,  now,  and  with  no  pres- 
ent day  counterpart,  only  the  "older" 
alumni  have  much  knowledge  or  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  the  two 
early  societies — the  Athenian  and  the 
Philomathean — and  the  one  of  later 
vintage,  Adelphia. 

Mrs.  Beach's  gift,  to  be  placed  in 
the  Cutler  Room  of  the  newly  re- 
stored Cutler  Hall,  is  a  silver  medal 
awarded  to  William  Parker  Cutler, 
a  grandson  of  Manasseh,  by  the 
Athenian  Literary  Society.  On  the 
face  of  the  medal  appear  the  society's 
motto — Virtus,  Scientia  et  Amicitia — 
and  its  initials,  A.L.S.  On  the  reverse 
side  are  the  initials  of  the  recipient, 
W.P.C. 

William  P.  Cutler,  son  of  Ephraim 
Cutler,  a  trustee  of  the  university, 
was  born  near  Marietta,  July  12, 
1812.    He    entered    Ohio    University

late  in  1829,  and  remained  as  a  stu- 
dent until  near  the  end  of  1831. 
(He  roomed  in  Cutler  Hall  and  his 
diary  discloses  that  his  slumbers  were 
not  always  peaceful  because  of  a 
pestiferous  insect,  Ciwex  ledularious, 
which  infested  his  quarters  and  had 
designs  on  his  person). 

In  a  "Sketch  of  the  Life  of  Wil- 
liam Parker  Cutler"  written  by  his 
sister,  it  is  recorded  that  "at  the  close 
of  the  Junior  year  ill-health  obliged 
him  to  abandon  his  studies,  and  make 
a  long  journey  on  horseback  through 
the  South." 

The  Athenian  Literary  Society  was 
established  June  19,  1819,  and  was 
chartered  and  incorporated  Dec.  19, 
1836,  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Ohio.  In  the  preamble  to 
the  constitution  it  was  indicated  that 
the  purpose  of  the  society  was  to  im- 
prove its  members  mentally,  morally 
and  socially.  (Art.  Ill — Sec.  4: 
"Every  member  shall  use  his  utmost 
exertions  to  prevent  the  admission  of 
immoral  characters,  and  persons 
grossly  deficient  in  their  studies.") 

Article  II,  Sec.  1,  provided  that 
"the  society  shall  be  divided  into 
three  classes,  Sophomore,  Junior,  and 
Senior." 

Sec.  2 :  "The  Sophomore  class  shall 
consist  of  those  members  who  have 
been  newly  admitted,  or  have  not 
made  sufficient  advancement  in  their 
studies  to  be  qualified  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  more  advanced  classes." 

Sec.  3  :  "The  exercises  of  the  Sopho- 
more class  shall  consist  of  speaking 
and  writing  alternately,  and  such 
other  exercises  as  the  society  may  pre- 
scribe with  a  view  to  their  improve- 
ment." 

Juniors  and  Seniors  were  required 
to  write  essays,  deliver  orations,  and 
participate  in  debates.  The  rules  of 
procedure  were  minutely  detailed  and 
the  performance  standards  exacting. 
Conduct  and  deportment  were  closely 
observed  and  subject  to  criticism  and 
fine  if  not  as  prescribed,  one  old  by- 
law providing  that  "a  member  guilty 
of  leaning  a  chair  back  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  or  reprimand  as  the 
society  may  deem  proper." 

Records  show  that  on  more  than 
one  occasion  young  Cutler  was  as- 
sessed a  fine  of  6J/4  cents  for  absent- 
ing himself   from   meetings:   He  was

elected  treasurer  of  the  society  in 
1830. 

The  Philomathean  Literary  Society 
was  founded  in  1821  and  was  a  keen 
rival  of  the  senior  group.  Oratorical 
and_ "debating  contests,  both  in  the 
hjilj|»3of  the  societies  and  in  public 
forarns,  were  engaged  in  for  almost 
a  century,  and  it  is  doubted  if  a 
partisanship  exists  today,  even  among 
the  followers  of  "traditional  rivals" 
on  the  gridiron,  that  is  half  as  in- 
tense as  that  with  which  the  members 
of  the  literary  societies  supported 
their  selected  warriors  in  the  forensic 
tournamtnts. 

And  the  battles,  it  would  seem, 
were  not  always  of  a  verbal  nature. 
An  entry  in  the  Athenian  minutes  for 
Nov.  20,  1824,  reads:  "On  motion, 
Sirs  Walker  and  Summers  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  inform  the 
other  Society  of  the  injuries  we  have 
sustained  from  some  of  their  mem- 
bers." 

Some  three  weeks  later  the  minutes 
disclose  that  "On  motion,  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  our  society  to 
inform  the  other  society  of  the  in- 
juries we  have  sustained  on  account 
of  the  conduct  of  some  of  their  mem- 
bers be  impowered  to  inform  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  their  body  that 
we  are  satisfied  with  their  communi- 
cation." 

The  constitution  of  the  Athenian 
Literary  Society  provided  for  Honor- 
ary Members  who  "shall  consist  of 
such  literary  persons  as  may  be  elect- 
ed." 

The  "Catalogue  of  Regular  and

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CLASS  OF  1943  MAN  ACCEPTS 
POSITION  WITH  FERRO  ENAMEL 
An  airplane  crash  during  war 
training  days  in  Mississippi  and  the 
resultant  months  of  hospitalization 
have  proved  to  be  no  handicap  to 
Richard  P.  Harner.  '43.  m  his  postwar 
career. 

The  former  Army  Air  Force  flight 
instructor    left    the    campus    early    m 
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1943  for  military  service  and  received 
his  degree  in  absentia.  After  return- 
ing to  civilian  life  he  engaged  in  post 
graduate  work  at  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity and  thereafter  was  umployed 
by  the  Ford  Motor  Company  to  do 
promotion  work. 

He  was  in  charge  of  the  first  show- 
ing of  the  postwar  Fords  in  central 
Ohio.  This  was  accomplished  by  a 
display  of  the  new  cars  in  the  huge 
Ohio  State  stadium  before  an  O. S.U.- 
Michigan football  crowd,  a  commer- 
cial   coup    never    before    engineered. 

Dick  left  the  Ford  organization  to 
build  an  airport  at  Coshocton,  and 
to  operate  a  flying  school  and  a  non- 
scheduled  airline.  The  airline  ven- 
ture was  one  of  the  few  recognized 
as  a  bona  fide  private  venture  of  its 
type  in  Ohio  by  the  Civil  Aeronau- 
tics Board,  and  also  one  of  the  first 
lines  in  the  midwest  to  offer  "pack- 
aged" vacations  to  Canadian   points. 

Late  in  1947,  Mr.  Harner  sold  out 
his  air  interests  to  take  a  position 
with  the  Ferro  Enamel  Corporation, 
in  Cleveland,  as  assistant  director  of 
the  Market  Development  Division. 

The  Ferro  Enamel  Corporation  is 
a  large  organization  doing  business  in 


the  millions  of  dollars  each  year,  with 
plants  and  subsidiaries  in  the  United 
States  and  ten  foreign  countries.  It 
is  the  largest  supplier  of  raw  material 
for  porcelain  enamel,  engineering,  and 
technical  service  in  the  world. 

It  is  Harner's  job  to  keep  markets 
alive  and  to  find  new  uses  for  the 
manufactured  goods  of  Ferro's  cus- 
tomers and  by  so  doing  maintain  and 
expand  markets  for  his  own  company 
which  makes  no  consumer  goods  itself. 
His  work  carries  him  to  every  portion 
of  the  United  States  and  even  over- 
seas.

FRESHMAN  ENGLISH  DIRECTOR 
DIES  DURING  LATE  SUMMER 

Dr.  John  Bradfield  Harrison,  age 
44,  director  of  freshman  English  at 
Ohio  University,  died  unexpectedly, 
Aug.  31,  while  on  a  vacation  at  Mit- 
iwanga  on  Lake  Erie.  He  had  been 
at  the  summer  resort  for  a  week,  and 
death  is  believed  to  have  resulted 
from    a   heart   attack   which    followed 
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a  tennis  match  in  which  he  had  en- 
gaged. 

Born  at  Barnesville,  he  received 
an  A.B.  degree  at  Dartmouth  College 
and  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  at  Ohio 
State  University. 

Dr.  Harrison  taught  English  at 
Ohio  State  for  two  years  before 
coming  to  Ohio  University  in  1937. 
He  was  a  veteran  of  four  years'  ser- 
vice in  World  War  II,  having  been 
on  leave  from  teaching  duties  until 
September,    1946. 

He  is  survived  by  his  parents  and 
a  brother,  all  of  whom  live  in  Upper 
Arlington.

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O.  C.  Bird,  director  of  the  Division 
of  Physical  Welfare  for  the  past  26 
years,  died  Sept.  5,  1948,  as  the 
result  of  injuries  sustained  in  a  tall 
from  a  third-story  window  at  Univer- 
sity Hospital,  Columbus,  where  he 
had  been  admitted  two  days  previous- 
ly for  treatment  of  cancer. 

Mr.  Bird  came  to  Ohio  University 
in  1922  as  director  of  physical  wel- 
fare and  intercollegiate  athletics,  re- 
linquishing the  latter  portion  of  his 
title  in   1938. 

Born  in  Milwaukee,  Wise,  where 
he  attended  the  public  schools,  Mr. 
Bird  entered  Oberlin  College  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1912.  In 
1910,  he  captained  the  Oberlin  foot- 
ball team  and  was  named  to  a  half- 
back position  on  the  All-Ohio  team 
for  that  year.  He  received  a  master's 
degree  from  Harvard  University  in 
1933. 

After  three  years  as  physical  educa- 
tion director  in  a  Minneapolis  high 
school  and  several  years  as  freshman 
football  coach  at  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, he  became  state  director  of 
physical  education  in  Alabama,  a  post 
he  held  for  two  years  before  coming 
to  Athens. 

The  Ohio  University  man  was 
prominent  in  his  field  and  was  the 
author  of  two  textbooks.  He  had  held 
offices  in  the  National  Physical  Educa- 
tion Association  and  in  state  organ- 
isations in  the  same  field.  Active  also 
in  community  work,  he  was  a  founder 
of  the  Athens  County  Tuberculosis 
Society  and  served  as  its  president  for 
several  years.  He  was  chairman  one 
year  of  the  local  Community  Chest. 

Mr.  Bird's  survivors  include  his 
wife  and  a  son,  Robert  C.  Bird,  '47, 
Fort  Worth,  Texas,  and  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  James  E.  Bohn  (Elizabeth 
"Betty"    Bird,    '44),   Oakland,   Calif. 

Funeral  services,  for  the  family  and 
close  friends,  were  conducted  by  Dean 
W.  S.  Gamertsfelder  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity's College  of  Arts  and  Sciences, 
assisted  by  President  John  C.   Baker. 

In  his  tribute  to  Director  Bird, 
Dean  Gamertsfelder  said,  "So  ably 
did  he  build  the  program  of  physical 
welfare  at  Ohio  University  that  few, 
it    any,   institutions   in   Ohio   or   else- 
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where  had  a  stronger  teaching  staff, 
better  physical  facilities,  or  a  more 
wisely  planned  physical  education 
program,  than  Ohio  University  .... 
If  I  were  to  characterize  the  spirit  and 
quality  of  his  life,  I  should  say  he 
was  the  embodiment  of  cheerfullness 
and  optimism,  of  courage  and  initia- 
tive, and  of  good  will  and  friendliness. 
And,  combined  with  all  these  high 
qualities  of  character,  so  beautifully 
yet  modestly,  exemplified  in  his  life, 
he  possessed  a  fine  sense  of  practi- 
cality which  gave  effectiveness  to  his 
social  and  moral  ideals." 
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Because  there  is  little  prospect  that 
this  issue  of  The  Ohio  Alumnus  will

A  Pep  Rally  Friday  night  in  Alum- 
ni Auditorium  at  which  the  football 
team  will  select  the  Homecoming 
Queen  will  open  the  weekend  cele- 
bration. This  will  be  followed  by  an 
old-fashioned  snakedance  and  bonfire 
south  of  the  baseball  diamond. 

Twenty-five  floats  have  been  enter- 
ed in  the  Float  Parade  scheduled  for 
ten  o'clock  Saturday  morning  to  make 
it  the  largest  event  of  its  kind  ever 
held  in  connection  with  Homecoming. 
Eleven  of  the  floats  are  sorority  en- 
tries. The  women's  groups  did  not 
participate  in  the  1947  parade,  much 
to  the  disappointment  of  the  thous- 
ands of  spectators  who  jammed 
Court  Street  and  the  thoroughfares 
about  the  campus. 

Fraternities,  sororities,  and  several 
of  the  dormitories  and  other  housing 
units  will  be  decorated  in  their  custo- 
mary gay  manner.  Prizes  are  offered 
by    the    Men's    Union    for    the    best 
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house  decorations  as  well  as  the 
most  unique  and  the  most  beautiful 
floats. 

James  Dehnke,  Canton,  and  Harold 
Carpenter,  Birmingham,  Ala.,  are  co- 
chairmen  of  the  Men's  Union  Plan- 
ning Board  committee  in  charge  of 
student  arrangements  for  Home- 
coming. 

Torch,  senior  men's  honor  society. 
has  planned  a  buffet  luncheon  for 
visiting  alumni  of  the  organization 
and  members  of  their  families. 

The  football  game  with  the  Miami 
Redskins  is  of  course  the  feature 
attraction  of  the  day.  As  indicated 
by  Vic  Sherow  in  his  sports  review 
on  page  12,  the  Bobcats  will  be  the 
underdogs,  but  their  followers  will 
concede  nothing  until   forced  to. 

The  between-halves  ceremonies  will 
include  greetings  to  the  returning 
alumni  by  President  Baker,  a  band 
show,  and  a  cross-country  meet. 

Following  the  game  open  houses 
will  prevail  throughout  the  city — at 
the  fraternities,  sororities,  dormitories, 
churches,  and  in  scores  of  private 
homes. 

The  big  Varsity  "O"  Dance  in  the 
Men's  Gym  and  a  showing  of  the 
M-G-M  technicolor  feature  film, 
"The  Yearling,"  in  the  Auditorium 
and  under  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Men's  Independent  Association,  will 
conclude  the  day's  program.  Both 
the  dance  and  the  picture  show  are 
open  to  homecoming  visitors  at  the 
announced  prices. 
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REGISTERING  the  student  body 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester 
is  no  longer  the  relatively  simple  mat- 
ter that  it  was  not  so  many  years 
back.  Now,  with  record  high  enroll- 
ments, a  full  week  and  a  complex 
system,  involving  advising,  counsel- 
ing, sectioning  and  registration,  are 
required  to  get  students  ready  for 
their  first  appearances  in  the  class- 
rooms.

A  FACE  LIFTING,  the 
first  since  the  building 
was  completed  late  in  1928, 
was  enjoyed  this  summer 
by  the  Alumni  Memorial 
Auditorium.  The  $8,000 
redecorating  job  is  yet  to 
be  followed  by  the  instal- 
lation of  new  stage  draperies,  furn- 
iture, and  a  new  public  address  sys- 
tem. Thirty-foot  steel  scaffolds,  weigh- 
ing more  than  20  tons  and  represent- 
ing the  latest  thing  in  modern  design 
and  safety,  were  used  by  the  audi- 
torium painters. 

MORE  THAN  20  foreign  stu- 
dents are  attending  classes  at 
Ohio  University  this  semester  for  the 
first  time.  These  new  additions  to 
the  student  body  have  increased  to 
60  the  total  number  of  students 
of  foreign  birth,  37  of  whom  have 
traveled  from  outside  the  United 
States  to  attend  the  university.  Twen- 
ty-one different  countries  are  now 
represented.  Many  of  the  students 
have  come  under  the  auspices  of  var- 
ious foreign  student  exchange  pro- 
grams, while  others  have  come  inde- 
pendent of  such  agencies.  Only  this 
fall's    newcomers    are    shown    in    the

University  of  Akron  and 
head  of  the  Ohio  College  Association, 
delivered  the  commencement  address 
to  223  graduates  at  the  end  of  the 
1948  Summer  School  on  August  7. 
Dr.  Simmons  is  noted  for  his  develop- 
ment of  many  of  the  rubber  processes 
in  wide  use  today  and  during  the  last 
World  War  served  as  a  consultant 
with  the  War  Production  Board.  The 
August  exercises  were  held  out  of 
doors,  immediately  west  of  the  Audi- 
torium.    The    class    was    the    second 


largest  in  the  history 
of  the  summer  ses- 
sions, the  1938  total  of  254  graduates 
being  tops.  Thirty-four  degrees  were 
conferred  on  August  27  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  three-week  Post  Sum- 
mer Session.

On  November  5,  Dr.  Louis 
F.  Feiser,  professor  of  chem- 
istry at  Harvard  University 
will  address  a  university 
convocation  in  Alumni 
Memorial  Auditorium.  This 
will  be  followed  by  a  luncheon  for  the 
guests  of  the  occasion  and  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  new  building.  Special  in- 
vitations are  being  sent  to  alumni  who 
are  graduates  of  the  chemistry  depart- 
ment as  well  as  to  faculty  men  in 
other  schools  and  to  a  number  of  out- 
standing industrial  chemists.  The 
second  building  to  be  formally  opened 
will  be  Bryan  Hall,  a  women's  dorm- 
itory, on  University  Terrace.  Bryan 
Hall,  named  for  the  late  President 
Elmer  Burritt  Bryan,  was  occupied 
at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  by 
200  girls.  It  is  perhaps  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  university  buildings 
and  overlooks  both  the  East  Green  and 
the  main  campus.  The  dedication 
date  has  not  yet  been  announced. 

THE  SECOND  Annual  Awards 
Competition  in  Ohio  History, 
Government  and  Citizenship  for  high 
school  students  will  be  conducted  on 
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the  campus,  Friday  and  Saturday, 
October  29  and  30.  The  competition 
is  open  to  all  junior  and  senior  pupils 
in  accredited  high  schools  in  Ohio  who 
are  taking,  or  have  taken,  American 
History  or  Government  during  one 
of  their  last  two  years  of  high  school. 
Preliminary  competitions  will  he 
staged  on  October  13,  with  an  all- 
expense-paid  trip  to  the  campus 
awarded  to  the  student  scoring  highest 
in  each  of  the  state's  88  counties  and 
also  for  the  ten  students  scoring  next 
highest  in  the  state  at  large.  Prizes 
of  $100  for  first  place,  $50  for  sec- 
ond, $25  for  third  and  $10  each  for 
fourth  to  tenth  places  will  be  given. 
Last  year  3,5  5  5  students 
entered  the  preliminary 
competition,  with  105  win- 
ning the  two-day  trip  to 
the  campus.  Last  year's 
finals  were  held  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Cutler  Re- 
dedication  Celebration. 

The  annual  Migration 
Day  football  pilgrim- 
age which  tentatively  had 
been  planned  for  Nov.  6, 
with  Morgantown,  W.  Va., 
as  the  focal  point,  has  been 
called  off  by  the  Men's  1  J^  /f 
Union  Planning  Board, 
sponsor  of  the  traditional 
event,  because  of  high  train 
rates  and  too  few  students 
willing  to  use  the  railroads 
as  a  means  of  transporta- 
tion. Hundreds  of  students 
had  planned  to  go  by  auto  to  see 
the  clash  of  the  Bobcats  and  the 
West  Virginia  University  Mountain- 
eers. The  Cincinnati  and  Butler 
games  were  ruled  out  because  the 
former  was  a  night  affair,  and,  in 
the  latter  case,  because  of  the  distance 
to  Indianapolis.  The  Ohio  University 
marching  band  will  make  the  trip 
to  the  Hoosier  capital  on  Nov.  13, 
however,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that 
there  will  be  a  rather  large,  but  "un- 
official," section  of  student  rooters  in 
the  Butler  stands. 


THE  FIRST  concert  of  the  new 
year  was  presented  in  Alumni 
Memorial  Auditorium,  Oct.  5,  by  the 
Robert  Shaw  Chorale,  one  of  the  fore- 
most mixed  choruses  in  the  country. 
The  concert  was  sponsored  by  the 
School  of  Music  as  a  benefit  per- 
formance for  the  memorial  room  to 
be  incorporated  in  the  new  Student 
Center  Building,  now  in  the  prelim- 
inary planning  stage.

John  C.  Calhoun,  Henry  Ward 
Beecher,  Henry  Clay,  Horace  Greeley, 
Daniel  Webster,  Zachary  Taylor — 
and  Queen  Victoria  of  England. 

Committees  were  appointed  to 
notify,  by  letter,  the  honorary  mem- 
bers of  their  elections  and  their  re- 
plies were  noted  in  the  minutes. 

In  1860,  Abraham  Lincoln  accept- 
ed membership  in  a  reply  written  by 
his  private  secretary.  Later,  Chester 
A.  Arthur  and  William  McKinley  ac- 
cepted with  personally  written  notes. 

Women  were  admitted  to  the 
Athenian  society  in  1873.  In  accept- 
ing the  invitation,  the  first  woman 
who  was  asked  to  join  the  group  told 
her  male  contemporaries  that  she  was 
very  glad  the  society  had  such  "liberal 
and  catholic  views"  and  reminded 
them  that  "mind  has  no  sex." 

No  reference  to  the  awarding  of 
the  silver  medal  to  W.  P.  Cutler  or 
to  the  occasion  for  its  presentation 
is  to  be  found  in  the  Athenian 
minutes.  On  Feb.  12,  1825,  however, 
there  appears  the  following  reference 
to  medals:  "On  motion,  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Council  to  procure  2 
silver  medals  for  the  Second  Class  was 
rejected." 

Mr.  Cutler  was  awarded  an  honor- 
ary Master  of  Arts  degree  by  Ohio 
University  in  1845,  and,  following  in 
the  footsteps  of  his  father,  he  served 
his  alma  mater  as  a  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  from  1849  to  1853. 

His  health  recovered,  he  entered 
politics  and  in  1843  was  elected  to 
the  State  Legislature.  He  was  chosen 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  1846,  and  in  1848  he  was 
"warmly  supported  for  Governor," 
but  not  elected.  He  was  a  member  of 


the  state's  second  Constitutional  Con- 
vention  in    1849. 

In  18^8,  Cutler  became  president 
of  the  Marietta  and  Cincinnati  Rail- 
road, and  was  the  driving  force  in 
financing  and  building  the  road  from 
Belpre  to  Cincinnati,  a  section  of 
what  is  now  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad.  He  also  built  railroads  in 
Illinois  and  Indiana,  and  helped  open 
up  rich  mineral  lands  in  Ohio's  Hock- 
ing and  Vinton  counties. 

In  I860  and  1862,  he  was  elected 
to  Congress  in  which  he  made  an 
outstanding  speech  against  slavery. 
He  helped  recruit  a  regiment  for 
service  in  the  Civil  War,  and  he  was 
twice  shot  at  during  political  cam- 
paigns, presumably  by  pro-slavery 
opponents. 

William  Parker  Cutler  died  in 
Marietta,   Apr.    11,    1889.

The 
prize  money,  given  for  the  best  orig- 
inal poems  entered  in  the  contest,  is 
the  interest  on  $1,000  bequeathed  to 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity by  W.  D.  Emerson  of  the  Class 
of  1833. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Heidler,  chairman  of  the 
department  of  English,  has  announced 
that  this  is  a  competition  year  and 
that  graduates  and  former  students 
who  wish  to  submit  poems  must  have 
them  in  the  hands  of  the  President 
of  the  University  by  the  opening  of 
the  second  semester,  Feb.  7,   1949.

DUSTHEIMER   GOES  TO   TOLEDO 

Dr.  Oscar  L.  Dustheimer,  '13, 
formerly  of  the  faculty  of  John  Car- 
roll University,  Cleveland,  was  this 
fall  named  professor  of  mathematics 
and  astronomy  at  the  University  of 
Toledo. 

He  was  a  long-time  member  of  the 
faculty  of  Baldwin-Wallace  College 
where  he  gained  prominence  through 
his  work  in  astronomy. 

Dr.  Dustheimer  acquired  the  MA. 
degree  from  Clark  University  and  the 
M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  physics, 
mathematics,  and  astronomy  from  the 
University  of  Michigan. 
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Ohio  University's  chapter  of  Kappa  Delta  Pi,  na- 
tional education  honorary  society,  celebrated  its  Silver 
Anniversary,  July  23,  with  an  all-day  program  which  in- 
cluded a  university  convocation,  a  luncheon,  a  round  table 
discussion,  and  a  banquet  honoring  Dr.  Thomas  C.  Me- 
Cracken,  dean  emeritus  of  the  College  of  Education.  Dean 
McCracken  was  national  president  of  Kappa  Delta  Pi 
and  counselor  of  the  local  chapter  for  24  years. 

Approximately  thirty  alumni  members  of  the  honor 
society  returned  for  the  occasion,  several  of  them  partici- 
pating actively  in  the  events. 

Chief  feature  of  the  evening  program  was  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Thomas  Cooke 
McCracken  Scholarship  Fund,  the  income  from  which  will 
be  awarded  annually  to  a  senior  in  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion who  plans  to  pursue  graduate  study  in  teacher  prep- 
aration. The  recipient  will  be  free  to  engage  in  advanced 
work  at  any  college  or  university  of  his  choice. 

In  presenting  the  Fund,  which  is  being  raised  by 
alumni  and  active  members  of  the  local  group  and  has 
$5,000  as  its  goal,  Dean  Irma  E.  Voigt,  chapter  treasurer, 
said,  "We  feel  that  this  Fund,  to  be  used  through  the 
years  by  those  who  shall  dignify  the  profession,  is  em- 
inently fitting  to  express  deep  gratitude  and  appreciation 
to  Thomas  Cooke  McCracken,  a  gentleman  and  a  scholar, 
a  great  teacher,  whose  ideals  will  be  realized  in  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  thousands  of  his  former  students  and  friends." 

The    Fund,    which    currently   has    $3,450.88    to    its 
credit,  was  accepted  by  President  John  C.  Baker  in 
the  name  of  the  university. 

Because  of  preparations  for  the  redecoration  of 
the  Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium,  the  morning 
convocation  was  held  in  the  First  Methodist  Church. 
Dean  McCracken  presided.  The  speaker  was  Dean 
Harold  Benjamin  of  the  University  of  Maryland 
College  of  Education,  whose  subject  was  "Educa- 
tional Foundations  of  the  World  Community.'" 

The  program  in  connection  with  the  luncheon 
at  Howard  Hall  was  presided  over  by  Ann  E. 
Mumma,  '29,  A.M.  '41,  secretary  of  the  College  of 
Education  and  successor  to  Dean  McCracken  as 
counselor  of  Omega  chapter.

Although  victorious  in  only  one  of 
four  games  played  so  far  this 
season,  Ohio's  Fighting  Bobcats  have 
been  living  up  to  their  nickname  in 
their  gridiron  tussles. 

With  a  team  made  up  predomi- 
nantly of  sophomores  lacking  ex- 
perience which  is  gained  only  under 
fire,  Coach  Harold  E.  Wise  launched 
his  second  season  as  the  Bobcat  men- 
tor facing  a  string  of  nine  tough 
opponents,  including  all  of  the  other 
five  Mid-A  merican  Conference 
schools. 

Prospects  for  the  season  were  very 
dismal,  to  say  the  least,  and  there 
were  some  who  doubted  the  Bobcats 
would  mark  up  a  single  win  during 
the  season. 

The  team  showed  little  to  be  proud 
of  in  its  opener  against  a  rather  list- 
less Bowling  Green  University  outfit, 
but  the  visitors  managed  to  continue 
their  hex  over  the  Bobcats  which  now 
has  been  stretched  to  three  games. 
Line  blocking  left  a  lot  to  be  wished 
for,  and  both  offensively  and  de- 
fensively, especially  on  pass  defense, 
the  Bobcats  were  just  a  mediocre  out- 
fit which  went  down  to  defeat  13  to  7. 

The  following  weekend,  Oct.  2, 
Coach  Wise  and  his  Bobcat  squad, 
some  40  strong,  invaded  the  South- 
land to  battle  with  the  Generals  of 
Washington  and  Lee,  coached  by  Art 
Lewis,  a  name  familiar  in  Bobcat 
sport  circles  back  in  the  middle  30's. 
The  game  was  played  under  the 
lights  in  the  Roanoke  Muncipal  Sta- 
dium, as  the  second  half  of  an  after- 
noon-night doubleheader  in  which 
Virginia  and  Virginia  Tech  met  in 
the   daylight   encounter. 

Followers  of  the  team,  and  there 
were  a  goodly  number  who  made  the 
trip  to  Roanoke,  were  highly  pleased 
with  the  team's  performance,  even 
though  the  Generals  emerged  the 
winners  by  a  score  of  13  to  0.  Ohio's 
line  played  100  per  cent  better  than 
against  Bowling  Green,  and,  al- 
though lacking  consistency,  the  of- 
fense at  times  rolled  down  the  field 
in   spectacular  fashion. 

The  Bobcats  played  the  Generals 
on  even  terms  for  the  first  two  periods, 
in  the  first  period  taking  the  ball  on 
their  25  on  a  punt  and  advancing 
it  without  a  break  to  the  Washington 
and    Lee    20   before    the    march   was 
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stalled.  In  the  second  period,  the 
Generals  gained  ground  in  the  ex- 
change of  punts  and  advanced  to  the 
Ohio  8  where  a  pass  interception 
ended  their  scoring  threat. 

Early  in  the  third  period,  the  Gen- 
erals snagged  an  Ohio  punt  and  ran 
it  back  to  the  Ohio  3  from  where  they 
pushed  over  a  touchdown  on  the 
fourth  try.  Later  in  that  period  a 
field  goal  attempt  failed  for  the 
Generals,  who  late  in  the  fourth 
period  added  another  touchdown 
after  pushing  the  ball  to  the  Ohio  8. 

The  Bobcats  enjoyed  the  southern 
hospitality  extended  them  in  Roanoke, 
especially  the  VPI  band  which  re- 
mained over  for  the  night  game  and 
acted  as  the  Ohio  band  for  the  even- 
ing, and  press  box  occupants  were 
loud  in  their  praise  of  the  fighting 
spirit   shown   by  the   Bobcats. 

Opening  their  conference  schedule, 
the  Bobcats  clashed  with  the  Cincin- 
nati Bearcats  in  a  night  game,  Oct.  9, 
at  Cincinnati,  and  before  the  final 
gun  sounded,  threw  many  a  scare 
into  the  Bearcats,  who  went  into  the 
game  rated  at  least  20  points  better 
than  the  Bobcats. 

Thousands  of  persons  among  the 
12,000  or  more  who  watched  the 
game  expressed  the  opinion  the  Bob- 
cats had  outplayed  the  Bearcats  in 
all  respects,  but  the  breaks,  and  the 
officiating,  went  against  the  Bobcats 
who  dropped  the  encounter  18  to  13. 
Even  rabid  Cincinnati  partisans  ad- 
mitted that  the  work  of  the  four 
officials  played  a  big  part  in  the  Cin- 
cinnati victory  and  had  the  striped- 
shirted  men  been  up  to  par  it  would 
have  been  a  much  more  interesting 
game  and  probably  would  have  ended 
with  a  different  result. 

Cincinnati  marched  for  a  touch- 
down after  taking  the  kickoff  but 
missed  the  point  after.  Ohio  then 
took  the  kickoff  and  after  marching 
into  Cincinnati  territory,  only  to  be 
halted,  held  the  Bearcats  with  little 
gain  in  four  tries,  taking  over  the  ball 
near  midfield,  from  where  the  Bobcats 
opened  a  drive  that  finally  sent  Big 
Jim  McKenna  over  for  a  marker.  Ed. 
Sudnick  made  a  perfect  kick  to  give 
the  Bobcats  a  7  to  6  lead  which  they 
maintained  until  the  fourth  quarter. 

The  Bearcats  pushed  over  from  the 
one-yard  stripe  soon  after  the  final 
period  opened  and  a  few  plays  later, 


HEAD  BASEBALL  COACH  WREN 

Robert  M.  Wren,  '43,  former  high  school 
coach  and  former  second  baseman  and 
shortstop  with  the  Toledo  Mud  Hens  of  the 
American  Association,  has  been  named 
head  baseball  coach  at  Ohio  University, 
succeeding  Don  C.  Peden,  who  resigned  to 
devote  full  time  to  his  new  position  as  di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Athletics  and  Phys- 
ical Welfare.  Wren  also  will  be  an  assist- 
ant professor  of  physical  welfare  and  is 
assisting  Coach  Harold  E.  Wise  with  the 
varsity    football    squad. 

Daugherty  shook  loose  for  a  56-yard 
touchdown  run.  Both  kicks  for  extra 
point  were  wide,  but  it  looked  like 
the  Ohioans  were  in  for  a  rout.  The 
Bobcats  received  the  Bearcat  kickoff 
on  their  own  8  and  by  steady  line 
bucking  and  passing  pushed  down  the 
field  to  send  McKenna  over  again  for 
a  6-pointer,  but  a  bad  pass  nullified 
the  point-after  attempt.  Ohio  started 
another  scoring  threat  which  bogged 
down  and  Cincinnati  held  the  ball 
when  the  game  ended. 

Returning  to  the  home  lair  after  a 
two-week  absence,  the  Bobcats  played 
host  to  the  Western  Reserve  Red 
Cats  on  Oct.  16.  The  visitors  lost 
their  first  two  games,  both  conference 
tilts,  to  Western  Michigan  and  Miami 
but  eked  out  a  6  to  0  win  over  But- 
ler in  their  third  conference  game 
the  week  before,  while  the  Bobcats 
still  were  seeking  their  first  victory. 

Soon  after  the  game  got  underway, 
some  8,000  fans  knew  that  victory 
was  in  the  air  for  the  Bobcats  who 
marked    up    two   touchdowns   in   the 
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first  period,  one  on  a  Sudnick-Marco 
13 -yard  pass  and  the  other  on  a  15- 
yard  dash  by  Glen  Davis,  with  Sud- 
niek  converting  both  times.  A  safety 
added  two  points  in  the  second  period 
and  a  25 -yard  Connelly-Rojeck  pass 
and  the  third  Sudnick  conversion  gave 
Ohio  a  23  to  0  lead  for  the  third 
period. 

With  a  team  of  reserves  on  the 
field,  the  Bobcats  bogged  down  early 
in  the  fourth  period,  with  Reserve 
pushing  over  for  its  only  marker 
after  recovering  an  Ohio  funmble  on 
the  Ohio  12-yard  line.  Murphy's 
kick  for  the  extra  point  was  good. 

But  the  Bobcats  started  rolling 
again,  adding  another  touchdown  on 
a  15 -yard  McKenna-Guhde  pass  and 
a  fifth  when  Mitchell  intercepted  a 
pass  and  dashed  65  yards  to  the  Re- 
serve goal  line.  Sudnick  kicked  the 
two  conversions  to  give  him  a  perfect 
record  for  the  day.  Reserve  was 
knocking  on  the  Ohio  goal,  failing  to 
push  over  from  the  2-yard  line  on 
three  tries  as  the  game  ended. 

The  Bobcats  face  Miami,  Duquesne, 
West  Virginia,  Butler  and  Western 
Michigan  in  that  order  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  season,  a  rough  road 
for  any  team  to  have  to  travel,  but 
■everyone  is  agreed  the  Bobcats  will 
live  up  to  their  name  and  cause  plenty 
of  headaches  for  these  five  teams, 
even  though  they  may  not  come  out 
on   the  long  end  of  the  score. 


A  freshman  football  team,  rated  by 
many  practice  session  observers 
as  one  of  the  best  in  Ohio's  history, 
will  play  a  four-game  schedule  under 
the  tutelage  of  Frank  Richey,  assisted 
by  Kermit  Blosser. 

The  frosh  open  their  campaign 
with  the  Ohio  Wesleyan  frosh  at 
Delaware  on  Oct.  22  and  on  Oct. 
29  clash  with  the  West  Virginia 
frosh  in  Logan,  W.  Va.  Two  home 
games  also  are  on  the  schedule,  Nov. 
5  with  Bowling  Green  and  Nov.  12 
with    Cincinnati. 

Coach  Richey's  tentative  starting 
lineup  boasts  a  line  averaging  199 
pounds  per  player  and  a  backfield 
averaging  178,  for  a  team  average  of 
191  pounds,  which  would  bring  joy 
to  any  coach's  heart.  The  second 
string  group  has  an  overall  average 
of  195  with  190  on  the  line  and  175 
in  the  backfield. 

Included  in  the  freshman  squad  are 
several  outstanding  Ohio  high  school 
players  of  past  seasons,  many  of  them 
having  been  named  to  All-Star  teams 
in  their  home  cities  or  counties,  or 
on   the  All-Ohio  teams. 

Twenty-four  candidates,  including 
a  dozen  lettermen  or  members 
of  last  year's  squad,  answered  Coach 
W.  J.  "Dutch"  Trautwein's  first  call 
for  basketball  practice  for  the  Ohio 
University  Bobcats. 

With  these  experienced  men  as  the 
probable   foundation  for  his   1948-49 


team,  Coach  Trautwein  plans  an  in- 
tensive training  program  pointing  to- 
ward the  first  game  Dec.  7  against 
Marietta  on  the  local  court.  Twenty 
other  games  are  on  the  schedule, 
which  ends  March  5,  including  two 
games  with  each  of  the  other  five 
members  of  the  Mid-American  Con- 
ference. 

Lettermen  turning  out  for  the  first 
sessions  are  Bob  Dickey,  six  foot- four 
inch  center;  Gene  Gyurko,  Bob  John- 
son, and  Gene  Kinsley,  all  forwards; 
Gerald  Ruoff,  guard,  and  Gene  Wil- 
liams, another  six  foot  four  center 
who  was  incapacitated  part  of  last 
season  with  a  knee  injury. 

Other  1947-48  squad  members 
turning  out  were  Phil  McKown  and 
Herb  Pollock,  guards;  Ed  Schott  and 
Chuck  Renner,  forwards;  and  Jim 
ShrefHer  and  Paul  Whyte,  centers. 

Lost  from  the  1947-48  team,  which 
split  even  in  a  20-game  schedule,  are 
Dick  Shrider,  star  forward  and  lead- 
ing scorer  who  also  ranked  near  the 
top  nationally  and  in  conference 
circles;  Harry  Gordon,  an  outstand- 
ing guard,  and  Mark  Wylie,  out- 
standing foul-shooting  forward  who 
is  ineligible  after  playing  pro  base- 
ball during  the  summer.  Guard  Chris 
Stefan  may  report  after  the  football 
season  ends. 

Among  new  recruits  Coach  Traut- 
wein reports  several  who  are  expected 
to  make  strong  bids  for  starting  berths 
on  the  '48-49  quintet.

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While  a  large  number  of  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the 
country  are  showing  at  least  slight 
declines  in  attendance  this  fall,  Ohio 
University's  Registrar  Mahn  is  able 
to  announce  a  new  all-time  high  en- 
rollment of  5,603  on  campus  stu- 
dents, topping  last  year's  figure,  pre-

viously  a  record,  by  20.  The  present 
student  body  is  composed  of  4,044 
men  and  1,559  women.  Pre-registra- 
tion  predictions  had  set  the  probable 
enrollment   at   about    5,400   students. 

Commerce  leads  the  colleges  with 
1,150  students.  The  other  colleges,  in 
order  of  size:  Arts  and  Sciences,  907; 
Applied  Science,  735;  Education,  735; 
Fine  Arts,  259;  and  Graduate,  117. 
University  College,  a  non-degree 
granting  unit  enrolling  freshmen  and 
some  other  entering  students,  has 
1,700  on  its  rolls. 

The  total  enrollment  in  the  three 
Ohio  University  branches  shows  an 
•expected  drop  from  last  year.  This 
year's  total,  789,  made  up  of  235 
students  in  Chillicothe,  363  in  Ports- 
mouth, and  191  in  Zanesville,  is  252 
fewer  than  last  year.  The  decrease  is 
accounted  for  in  large  part  by  the 
transfer  of  upperclass  students  to  the 
campus  at  Athens  and  by  the  general 
decline  in  G.  I.  enrollments. 

As  usual,  the  opening  of  the  fall 
semester  finds  a  number  of  new  faces 
in  faculty  ranks.  Included  among 
those  who  have  been  brought  to  the 


campus  to  fill  new  positions  or 
as  replacements  in  old  ones  are  one 
man  with  full  professorial  rank,  one 
visiting  professor,  14  assistant  pro- 
fessors, 15  instructors,  and  19  acting 
instructors.  The  new  graduate  assist- 
ants and  fellows  total  44. 

Not  included  among  the  foregoing 
is  a  new  assistant  dean  of  men,  Willis 
L.  Tompkins  (see  picture) ,  a  gradu- 
ate of  the  University  of  Kansas  who 
has  held  a  similar  position  at  his  alma 
mater  during  the  past  two  years. 
Dean  Tompkins  is  a  Navy  veteran 
with  a  service  record  of  two  Pacific 
invasions.  Fraternity  affairs  will  be 
among  his  official  responsibilities  at 
Ohio  University. 

Although  involving  no  new  person- 
nel a  major  change  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Division  of  Physical  Wel- 
fare and  the  Department  of  Intercol- 
legiate Athletics  was  effected  follow- 
ing the  death  of  Physical  Welfare 
Director  O.   C.   Bird. 

Don  C.  Peden,  formerly  director 
of  intercollegiate  athletics  and  head 
football  and  baseball  coach,  has  been 
named  to  the  position  of  director  of 
the  Division  of  Athletics  and  Physical 
Welfare,  returning  to  one  head  the 
supervision  of  all  phases  of  athletics — 
instruction  and  participation — on  the 
campus.  The  new  setup  includes  the 
women's  as  well  as  the  men's  divi- 
sions. A  separation  of  the  two  major 
branches,  physical  education  and  var- 
sity sports,  was  made  in  1938. 

W.  J.  "Dutch"  Trautwein,  head 
coach  of  basketball,  has  been  appoint- 
ed assistant  director,  in  charge  of 
athletics,  and  Carl  T.  Nessley  (see 
picture),  associate  professor  of  physi- 
cal welfare,  has  been  appointed  as- 
sistant director  in  charge  of  physical 
welfare.  Prof.  Nessley  is  a  graduate 
of  Denison  University  and  has  com- 
pleted the  resident  requirements  for 
a  Doctor  of  Education  degree  at  New 
York  University  and  expects  to  re- 
ceive the  degree  at  an  early  date. 

Director  of  Bands  Daniel  L.  Mar- 
tino,  who  resigned  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion at  Indiana  University,  has  been 
succeeded  by  Charles  E.  Gilbert, 
former  Army  band  conductor  with 
the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel.  Mr. 
Gilbert  spent  eight  years  in  the  mili- 
tary service,  returning  last  summer 
from  Germany  where  he  was  com- 
mandant of  an  Army  band  training 


school  and  where  he  also  directed 
music  programs  for  the  special  ser- 
vices division.  He  holds  degrees  in 
music  from  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan and  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music 
in  Philadelphia.  The  new  director 
played  for  four  years  with  the  Curtis 
Symphony  Orchestra  in  Philadelphia,

under  Frit;  Reiner,  and  for  three 
seasons  with  the  Philadelphia  Opera 
Company,  and  the  Trenton  (N.J.) 
and  Wilmington  (Del.)  Symphony 
Orchestras. 

Dr.  George  E.  Hill  is  the  only 
new  appointee  to  a  full  professorship. 
Dr.  Hill  is  a  graduate  of  Albion  Col- 
lege and  Northwestern  University, 
and  comes  to  the  campus  with  19 
years  of  professional  experience. 
During  the  past  two  years  he  has 
been  head  of  the  department  of  edu- 
cation and  director  of  the  Graduate 
Division  of  Kansas  State  Teachers 
College,  Emporia,  Kansas.  He  has 
been  director  of  student  personnel 
service  at  Macalester  College,  St. 
Paul,  Minn.;  assistant  professor  of 
education  at  the  University  of  Pen- 
nyslvania;  professor  of  education  and 
dean  of  the  college,  Morningside  Col- 
lege, Sioux  City,  Iowa;  and  an  in- 
structor in  Northwestern  University.

Charles  G.  O'Bleness.  an  Athens 
banker  and  his  brother,  the  late  Harry 
C.  O'Bleness,  '92x,  are  descended  from 
the  Dutch  family  of  Van  Houbliness. 
Joost  Van  Houbliness  came  to  America 
from  a  village  in  Flanders  in  a  sailing 
ship  named  "The  Spotted  Cow."  The 
family  originally  owned  the  land  upon 
which  Cooper's  Union  in  New  York  City 
now  stands.  One  fourth  of  this  land  was 
inherited  by  a  great,  great,  grandmother 
of  these  two  Ohio  University  graduates 
who  sold  her  share  to  John  Jacob  Astor 
for  $3,500  to  get  money  to  come  to  Ohio. 
The  land  now  is  of  course  worth  millions. 
The  letter  "O"  in  the  name  O'Bleness 
evolved  after  the  family  moved  to  Ohio. 
In   the  deed   for  the  land  which  was  sold 


to  the  Astors,  the  name  Houbliness  was 
spelled  five  different  ways.  The  "H," 
which  is  silent  in  the  Dutch  language, 
was  gradually  dropped  and  the  "ou"  be- 
came "O." 

1900 
A  bit  of  erroneous  information  received 
by  the  Alumni  Office  indicated  that 
Stanley  E.  Smith,  2-yr.,  known  to  have 
been  a  resident  of  Bedford  for  many  years, 
had  passed  from  this  "vale  of  tears."  The 
Alumni  Secretary  commissioned  Harold 
F.  Guthrie,  '33,  a  resident  in  the  com- 
munity, to  convey  his  sympathy  to  the 
family  of  the  deceased  and  to  secure  ad- 
ditional information  concerning  his  de- 
mise. Word  quickly  came  back  that  Mr. 
Smith  is  still  "happy,  in  good  health,  re- 
siding at  the  same  address,  and  as  able 
to  play  football  as  he  was  in  1900."  Long 
life  to  you,  Mr.  Smith,  and  a  scallion  to 
the  sender  of  the  false  report. 

1906 
Charles  H.  Harris,  a  veteran  news- 
paper man  who  retired  in  1946  after  more 
than  40  years  with  the  Athens  Messenger 
and  then  took  up  residence  on  Lake  Wa- 
wasee,  near  Syracuse,  Ind.,  has  returned 
to  Athens  and  renewed  his  connection 
with  the  local  paper,  as  district  editor. 
He  and  Mrs.  Harris  were  accompanied 
by  their  daughter,  Mrs.  Esther  Harris 
Rock,  '33,  and  granddaughter,  Caroline, 
who   will    reside    with   them    in    Athens. 

1909 

Not  since  1917  had  the  Alumni  Office 
had  word  of  William  H.  Crooks,  2-yr„ 
then  a  resident  of  Kenton.  Still  a  resident 
of  Kenton,  Mr.  Crooks  showed  up  in 
Athens  this  fall  with  an  entry  in  the  All- 
Western  Horse  Show  which  was  one  of 
the  features  of  the  Athens  County  Fair. 
It  was  his  first  visit  in  almost  40  years. 
The  Kenton  horseman  played  the  right 
guard  position  on  the  1908  football  team 
which  was  tutored  by  Coach  Arthur  L. 
"Tige"  McFarland,  and  included  such 
well-known  early-day  gridiron  stars  as 
"Crum"  Kahler.  "Mike"  Riley,  "Spike" 
Deckard  and  Bob  Wood.  The  Athens 
visitor  observed  that  in  his  day  in  the 
university  "there  were  three  livery  stables 
in  town  and  one  automobile,  a  White 
Steamer,  owned  by  Banker  Brown — and 
the   Berry  Hotel  was   new." 

1910 

In  response  to  a  request  appearing  in 
the  June  Alumnus  for  copies  of  certain 
books  written  by  the  late  Dean  Emeritus 
A.  A.  Atkinson  for  placement  in  the  Cut- 
ler Room  of  the  newly  restored  Cutler  Hall, 
Sidney  W.  Watkins,  2-yr.,  donated  his 
copy  of  "Electrical  and  Mechanical  Cal- 
culations."

and  for  his  ability  to  impart  his  knowledge 


to  his  students  has  increased  with  [he 
passing  of  the  years.  ...  I  am  confident 
that  all  those  who  came  into  contact  with 
him  as  students,  fellow  teachers,  or  as 
citizens  of  the  community  will  agree  that 
he  was  a  truly  great  man,  worthy  of  the 
best    traditions    of    Ohio    University."

Mrs.  Dena  Lantz  Fleshf.r,  2-yr., 
whose  husband,  Orion  H.  Flesher,  '13, 
died  Sept.  3,  1945,  is  now  living  with  a 
sister,  Mrs.  William  Hazeltine  (PuRLE 
Lantz,  '14x),  in  Cleveland.  Mr.  Flesher 
was  for  many  years  a  high  school  in- 
structor in  Chesapeake,  Ohio,  with  the 
Flesher  home  being  in  Huntington,  W.  Va.

At  a  dinner  in  Cartersville,  Ga.,  at- 
tended by  high  officials  and  others  of  the 
Textile  Division  of  the  Goodyear  Tire 
and  Rubber  Company,  Ira  A.  McDaniel. 
assistant  treasurer  of  the  company,  was 
presented,  July  21,  with  a  35-year  pin 
for  his  more  than  one  third  of  a  century 
of  service  to  the  organization.  He  is 
Goodyear's  oldest  textile  official  in  the 
South.  Since  the  date  of  the  dinner 
happened  to  be  Mrs.  McDaniel's  birthday, 
she  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  corsage. 
Mr.  McDaniel  joined  Goodyear  im- 
mediately after  graduation  from  Ohio 
University  and  has  been  with  the  company 
since  then,  except  for  service  in  World 
War  I  during  which  he  was  a  member 
of  the  AEF  in  France  and  Germany.

at  first  operated  only  on  90-octane  gas, 
a  fuel  not  easily  obtained.  It  is  a  4- 
cylinder  job  with  a  top  speed  of  130 
miles  per  hour.  (If  there  are  no  traffic 
cops  listening  in,  it  has  actually  done  176 
miles  per  hour).  Low  hung,  the  car  will 
turn  corners  and  curves  almost  twice  as 
fast  as  any  American  car,  and,  at  con- 
servative speeds,  28  miles  to  the  gallon  is 
an  average  performance.
